On April 16 East Bay Labor 
Journal published in this column 
a long letter from an angry Re- 
publican bearing simply the sig- 
nature “A Reader and an Ameri- 
can.”

Just Another American. 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Our 
critic raises three points: 1.

That 


Herbert Hoover and Dwight D. 
Eisenhower are religious men, 
whereas Franklin D. Roosevelt 


and Harry S. Truman cannot so 
be considered; 2. That this paper, 
far from being non-partisan, is a 
Democratic paper, and would sup-} 
port, the Devil himself if he ran 
for Governor; 3. That this paper, 
if it were not for the secret ballot 
would advocate the use of Roeretony 
to make people: vote Democratic. 

It isn’t customary in this coun- 
try to discuss an official's reli- 
gion, but since our critic has 
raised the issue, let’s dispose of 
it briefly. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was an Episcopalian and long be-j 
fore entering the White House 
had served as vestryman in his 
home parish. Harry S. Truman 
was a Baptist many years before 
he became President. The fact 
that Herbert Hoover was a 
Quaker was, to say the ieast, ob- 
scure until he sought high public 
office. Dwight Eisenhower's join- 
ing the Presbyterians did not take 
place until either a few days be- 
fore or a few days after he became 
President, we've forgotten which. 
But why our critic should ques- 
tion the piety of Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman _ because 
they were Democrats hardly 
seems “American.” Certainly we 
don’t question the piety of Mr. 
Hoover nor the sincerity of Mr. 
Eisenhower's conversion. 

The charge that this paper 
would support the Old Devil him- 
self if he ran as a Demecrat for 
Governor answered effectively 
by East Bay Labor Journal’s issue 
of April 19, 1946, which has on the 
first page a big headline starting 
off as follows: “CENTRAL LA- 
BOR COUNCIL ENDORSES 
WARREN .. .” Throughout that} 
campaign for the Governorship| 
we supported Earl Warren, Re- 
publican, and a considerable list 
of other Republicans for various 
offices. Robert W. Kenny was the 
Democratic candidate for gover- 
nor, but we repudiated him. 

As for the claim that only the 
Secret ballot protects voters from 
our urging coercion to force them 
to vote Democratic, this paper is 
noted in labor circles all over the 
State and in many parts of the 
nation as one of the most staunch 
and persistent defenders of civil 
rights in the country. Among the 
most precious of civil rights is 
that of casting a secret ballot. 

We might add that another civil 
right which most Americans value 
is that of signing one’s own name 
to communications, instead of 
wrapping oneself in the Star 
Spangiled Banner and denouncing 
an editor from the ambush of 
“Just an American.”

GRAVES MEN VS. KNIGHT MONEY 


One thing about the present campaign for the Governship |}. 


is noteworthy. Surprise is expressed in all quarters that any 
labor people are supporting Goody Knight. But fio surprise 
is expressed by anyone that labor people throughout the 
State are supporting Richard “Dick” Graves for Governor. 

The Hearst papers, which naturally are backing the’ re- 
actionary Knight, seem to have as one of their principal ar- 
guments against Graves the fact that there aren't so many 
multitmillionaires backing Graves as there are multimillionaires 
backing Knight. Lyn Fox, political writer for the Hearst Call- 
Bulletin, rang the changes on this phase of the campaign in 
a recent issue. 

Lyn Fox attained distinguished heights of political lucre- 
ism, as it might ebe called—that is, the philosophy of those 
who assume that the money is the main point in political dis- 
cussion. His argument seemed to be that labor people, along 
with multimillionaires and other citizens, would naturally wish 
to consort with the candidate who had the most money back 
of him. 

Whitaker & Baxter, hired to be campaign managers for 
Knight just as they have been hired by the reactionary Amer- 
ican Medical Association, were so pleased with Lyn Fox's 
money-loving licorice that they mimeographed it and sent it 
out to the press as appropriate candy. (Incidentally, Lyn Fox, 
like most Hearst writers, will undoubtedly vote for Graves 
when he gets into that secret booth.) 

A man, we have heard somewhere, is known by the com- 
pany he keeps. Goody Knight keeps company with the Hearst 
papers and the Los Angeles Times, and Whitaker & Baxter. 
Well, a lot of money is represented by those three institutions. 

But the attitude of organized labor has long been that 
of course the reactionaries have the big money. They have 
more money and we have more men. That is the sound atti- 
tude for organized labor to take. They have the money to 
swing the Hearst press, the Los Angeles Times, Whitaker & 
Baxter, the billboards and all the rest of it. We have the 
manpower to hoof it in the precincts and elect ‘“Dick’’ Graves 
to the Governorship. 


“Not a Wealthy Man” 


Employers are sometimes prone to criticize union people 
for being “too security minded,” the implication being that 
we labor folk should be full of the spirit of economic pioneer- 
ing, trusting to luck for our future. 

But let’s take William White, president of the New York 
Central Railroad. White says that if Robert R. Yourg wins 
the battle for control of that line which is to be settled on May 
26 he'll resign as president and give up all future payments 
under his contract as president. That's how down he is on 
Young, and we commend him for his spunk. But just as low 
ignorant labor people our eyes pop open at what that contract 
of his provides. White himself describes his contract-protected 


job as follows: 
“A position that would pay me $120,000 a year for the next 
9 years, then $75,000 a year for 5 years, and from the time I am 
70 years of age $40,000 a year until the end of my life.” 


From which we gather that some of the top corporation 
men who advise us not to be ‘too security minded” believe in 
providing themselves with at least as good contracts as we 
labor people ask for. 

Certainly many a labor heart under its armor of everalls 
beats in sympathy with Mr. White who, in divulging the 
terms of his little contract, remarked casually: “I am not a 


‘wealthy man and I have to continue to work for a living.” 


A Disreputable So-and-So 


This paper in its last two issues has been asking Joey 


McCarthy why he didn’t go ahead and sue Hank Greenspun, 
publisher of the Las Vegas Sun, for libel and slander because 
of the charges made against the junior geewhizz from Wis- 
consin by Greenspun in his February 5 issue. 

Now in the San Francisco Chronicle of April 22 comes 
one Drew Pearson and tells what the essence of those charges 
are. 

Pearson says that in the Greenspun paper McCarthy has 
been described as a ‘disreputable pervert ...a charge Green- 
spun had been making about McCarthy for some time and 


‘Igetting away with it. McCarthy had not sued, though copies 


of the newspapers containing these charges had been mailed 
all over the United States.” 

In the February 5 issue (Greenspun makes that general 
icharge, that McCarthy is a “disreputable pervert” to which 
Pearson refers, extremely definite. That's why we've been 
asking Senator McCarthy why he doesn’t bring action for 
libel and slander against Greenspun, that is, if Senator Mc- 
Carthy does feel that it’s untrue to assert that he is a ‘‘dis- 
reputable pervert.” 


GOODY KNIGHT has trouble during his campaign con- 
cealing the fact that he belongs to the right wing of the right 
wing political party. He pretends now that he and Earl 
Warren were always buddy-buddy. But before those experts 
on reactionary publicity, Whitaker & Baxter, had clamped 
down on Goody's loose lips, Goody had said: ““We inherited 
in Sacramento a hydra-headed monster of bad finance.” Just 
now he isn't saying things like that, but is shaking hands with 
Warren in Washington and putting on similar demonstrations 
elsewhere.
